Vera Cruz, May 14.—Three Mex- 


ican gunboats crowded with federal 
soldiers who escaped from Tampico 
yesterday when the last stronghold 
of Provisional President fiuerta on 
the eastern .seaboard of Mexico was 
taken by the constitutionalist army, 
rode at anchor today under the pro- 
tecting guns of Rear Admiral Mayb's 
squadron of American warships. 


It is probable that among the fed- 


eral officers on the Mexican warship 
is the commander whose refusal to 
comply with Rear .Admiral Mayo's 
demand for a salute to the Stars 
and Stripes in reparation for an in- 
sult o he. American flag precipit- 
ated the American occupation -of the 
port of Vera Cruz; 


With the/.fall of Tampico. the line 


of advance of the constitutionalist 
forces toward the south has been 
drawn from coast to coast and now 
embraces more than half the re- 
public of Mexico. 


Observers here express the opinion 


that the taking of Tampico by the 
constitutionalists forms one of the 
closing scenes of the dictatorship of 
General Victonano 
Huerta. 
They 


believe that his downfall is a ques- 
tion only of weeks and perhaps only 
of days, while some are v Inclined to 
give the dictator only a few hours 
before his control 
of the 
federal 


capital ends in possible not and 
bloodshed. 
Even, if he maintains 


order in Mexico City they think that 
Francisco Villa's guns will soon be 
thundering in the suburbs of the 
capital and General ^Huerta fleeing 
with the remnant of his army to 
Puebla, there to make a last stand. 
The loss of Tampico adds a chapter 
to the tale of disaster to General 
Huerta's forces since Villa captured 
Juarez. 


General Huerta is now hemmed in 


by the constitutionalists m the' north 
while his most important seaport is 
in the hands of American troops 
and American warships are watching 
bdth coasts to see that?no arms and 
ammunition may reach his. harried 
forces. 


•Of all the important railroads in 


Mexico, only those running from the 
capital to Puerto

in'sixty miles of Mexico City Emil- 
liano Zapata /and his lawless fol-

^lorelos. Farther South the brothers 
Figueroa and an army of bandits 
aie running 
riot throughout

state of Guerrero. 


Both these forces menace Huerta 
from the south.

of Mexico 


City Vera Cruz is cut off and with. 
it the whole stretch of wild country 
northward to Tampico

to the best information obtainable 
'here, General Villa is besieging- San, 
Luis Potosi if that city has not al- 
ready fallen into the hands of the 
constitutionalists. 


The last American refugees who

THROUGH TAMPIGO

Washington, May 14.—The reported 


capture of Tampieo by constitution- 
alists after a , proonged, 
stubborn 


siege that ended^'Vith fierce fighting 
in the heart of/the seaport added a 
new chapter today to the 
exciting 


history of the "^Mexican 
situation. 


While the South" American envoys 
and members of" the American mis- 
sion prepared-, for the Kiagara Fails 
conference. that is to be begun next 
Monday, officials in 
diplomatic and 


overment circles discussed the possi- 
bility of developments that might 
grow out of thej rebel victory. 


It "was believed the constitutional- 


ists immediately "would move to im- 
uort arms and ammunition 
throng:!! 


Tampico for use in.-, their 
southern 


campaign. 
If that 
^ere 
permitted 


some officials suggested 
today that 


Huerta probably yrpuld , pro test that 
the halting of shipments of arms for 
him. at Vera Cruz was unjust. 


Despite the possibility of such a de- 


velopment the view was taken in 
many quarters that-the capture of 
Tampico would dissipate embarras- 
sing cireumstancej^created by the 
menace to Mg-5brei|ft interests in the 
territory. President ^"Wilson was ex- 
pected to' make representations to 
rebel leaders aimed,at resumption of 
operations in the oil fields 
Consti- 


tutionalist agents asserted the victory 
on the east coast i-ould immediately 
relieve the international 
situation. 


They declare General Gonazles would 
protect all foreign property, thereby 
eliminating any necessity for inter- 
vention. Carranza's "agents claimed 
Gonzales' victory gave the constitu- 
tionalists absoute control of northern 
Mexico and assured the ^resumption of 
commercial relations between interior 
ities and the markets .of the world. 
That General ZaragosVs federals 


might attempt extreme reprisals in 
their reported retreat from Tampico 
was a fear unofficially expressed here 
today. It was suggested that as they 
fled back from the coast through the 
rich oil territory they might- ignite 
tanks of petroleum, directing its flow 
into the river and threatening a dis- 
astrous fire in Tampico. Military ob- 
servers here stated that such a move 
was not unexpected." 


General Gonzales, it was believed, 


would send a force of rebels in pur- 
suit to check any such attack How- 
ever, with a few hours start, it was 
pointed out that -the 
retreating 


Huerta soldiers could, do tremendous 
damage. Oil wells stretch for miles 
back from Tampico, and 
at many 


points there are huge reservoirs con- 
taining thousands of barrels of ex- 
tremely inflammable fluid. 
A small 


blaze once well under way soon might 
grow into a conflagration. 
i 


Further advices from Rear Admiral 


Mayo were awaited with anxiety. 


Unofficial reports that Huerta had 


removed General Maas, commander of 
the troops who were- driven out of 
Vera Cruz during the American oc- 
cupation and named' as Sis successor, 
General Pena, was .received with 
varying interpretations 
here. 
Fear 


was expressed in some quarters that 
it might forecast an aggressive move- 
ment on Funston's troops. The opin- 
ion was suggested elsewhere, how- 
ever, that the change in commanders 
might have been caused b'y military 
expediency, or that Maas smight have 
incurred Huerta's displeasure. Vera 
Cruz'reports indicate that General 
Funston is in fear o£,no serious at- 
tack. 


While the military, operations, as 


the spectacuar side,oi~ the Interna- 
tiona drama excited absorbing inter- 
est today, the South American en- 
voys and the American-'mission pro- 
ceeded with plans for their departure 
to Niagara Falls. All fear that the 
Huerta delegation would not arrive 
in time for the beginning of the con- 
ference was dispelled liy 
tne 
an~ 


nouncement that they were to pro- 
ceed direct from Havana to Key West. 
They would reach Florida not later 
than Friday. That would give them 
ample time to reach/' the Canadian 
border town for the beginning of the 
negotiations. It became evident today 
that the extent to which the delegates 
would accept' courtesies of the Amer- 
ican 
government : while traveling 


through the United States would de- 
volve in part upon the discretion of 
the South American-''*nvoys. 
The 


Hderta agents had firmly decined to 
accept anything but roost perfunctory 
attention while '

- 


eral Funston's lines at Vera Cruz uud 
it had been assumed they would pur- 
sue" that policy after landing at Key 
West from Havana. 


However, this dispatch received by 


the envoys today from Ksteva Ruiz, 
Huerta's foreign minister, indicated 
•that the attitude of the federal mis- 
sion might ibe changed. 


"I nm informed of the wish of the 


United States government to .offer to 
our representatives to the mediation 
conference every safeguard of protec- 
tion Su American territory. 1 beg your 
excellencies to present our thanks for 
this courtesy, with the understanding 
that your excellencies, in accord with 
the delegates on their arrival will de- 
termine "the expediency in accepting 
such offer." 


Foreign comment on the possibili- 


ties of mediation that apparently had 
been held in abeyance, was reflected 
from London today. 


The Standard stated that Sir Ed- 


ward Grey, the foreign secretary, had 
under, consideration a note from Sir 
Lionel Garden, British minister in 
Mexico City dealing with the entire 
situation. That is to be submitted to 
the cabinet with Sir Edward's com- 
ment. According to the Standard, the 
foreign secretary advises that no use- 
ful purposes will 'be served by South 
American mediation, and that he will 
indicate a line of policy which will go 
far toward minimizing the possibility 
of further 
bloodshed. 
What 
that 


would be, was not suggested. 


However, the viewpoint was taken 


here that Europe would maintain the 
policy during the attempt at media- 
tion that they have pursued through- 
oxit the Mexican embroglio. 


"The occupation" of L.ODOS Island 


which threatened 
complex 
develop- 


ments earlier in the veek appeared to 
have simmered down 
today to 
the 


point where it would cause no hitch 
in the program for mediation prelim- 
inaries. 
The fact that the Lobos 


lighthouse 
immediately would be 


turned over to the Mexicans if they 
agreed to maintain the great beacon, 
so important to shipping, was regard- 
ed as ample assurances that the inci- 
dent could not be construed as an act 
of aggression, despite HuertA's protest 
to the envoys. It seemed possible 
that the Lobos incident, coupled with 
the report that Huerta had ordered 
the suspension of lights on the Paci- 
fic coast to hamper American ship- 
ping, would not be finally acted upon 
before the conference got under war. 


Disposition of the five South Amer- 


icans under arrest at Vera Cruz for 
sniping operations, still was held in 
abeyance pending a complete inquiry 
by Secretary Bryan and the possibili- 
ty that there might be a protest trom 
Huerta over the outlook that the con- 
stitutionalists would attempt to im- 
port arms at Tampico did not loom 
up as an immediate development. 


It was pointed out today, in con- 


nection with 
the 
suggestion 
that 


Huerta anight charge discrimination 
if the Carranzistas attempted to land 
munitions of war at Tampico, that 
the position of the American govern- 
ment has been that it held the cus- 
toms house at Vera Cruz as an act of 
reprisal. When a shipment of arms 
recently was enroute to Puerto Mex- 
ico—controlled by Huerta—no attempt 
was made to prevent its landing, al- 
though, in a manner that has not yet 
been explained, the Kronprinzessin 
Cecilie carrying the (munitions de- 
cided not to put them ashore. 


With the capture of Tampico. 
at- 


tention to Carranza's next move was 
expected today. Reports from Torreon 
stated the rebel sodiers were anxious 
to hurry the campaign against Saltilo 
and San Luis Potosi. gateways to 
Huerta's captal. In some quarters the 
opinion was suggested that Carranza 
and Villa had been withholding aggres- 
sive action during the last ten days 
with the aim of capturing Tampico 
and thereby opening the way to re- 
plenishment of their ammunition sup- 
plies. The 'constitutionalists have as- 
serted that they would have plenty of 
aim munition for their hard 
southern 


campaign but the renewalvpf the em- 
bargo along the Rio Grande embar- 
rassed them, it is believed. 


The navy 
department today 
re- 


ceived a letter of thanks from refugees 
taken aboard the Dixie at Tampico. 
The note expressed gratitude for the 
"kind and 
generous 
consideration" 


extended by officers and crew of the 
ship to the Americans who fled from 
the threatened territory.

Leaving Denison in 1894 after -ac- 


quiring' an A. B. degree, he pursued 
his studies further at the University 
of Chicago for the next three years. 
•Finishing his course at Chicago he 
accepted a professorship of physics at 
'Colby College/ and was offered 
the 


. same department' at Denison when 


• Prof. "A. D. Cole resigned to become a 
•member of the Ohio State faculty. 
It was during his stay at Denison 


that he made his wonderful discov- 
eries in the- physics laboratory. Being 
interested in research work involving- 
the study of molecular attraction and 
as. there was no measuring 
instru- 


ment with which he could complete 
his experiments he set himself to the 
task of inventing an instrument to 
"suit his purpose. The result was 
the perfecting of an extremely deli- 
cate instrument which he named the 
Compound Interferometer. 
This in- 


strument is very sensitive and canoe 
used satisfactorily only under 
th'e 


most favorable conditions. To aid in 
.the manufacture of the new invention 
Dr. Chamberlain secured the services 
of" 
an expert from Germany, who 


busied himself under the instruction 
of Dr. Chamberlain for 
five 
years. 


"When displayed at the Jamestown 
Exposition, a collection of these In- 
terferometers won a medal of honor. 


Vassar recognized 
the 
genius of 


the inventor in 1908 by offering him 
the chair of physics which was ac- 
cepted: 
In addition to his routine 


duties as a professor at Vassar Dr, 
Chamberlain continued his 
work in 


the laboratory at Columbia University 
having received an Adams 
research 


fellowship at the New York institu- 
tion. Columbia honored him in 1910 
.Tvith the degree of Ph.D. 


Religious and civic questions were 


interesting diversion for Denisou's fu- 
ture' president at Vassar. At the time 
of his departure last fall he occupied 
the presidency of the Church Federa- 
tion and was also head of the Univer- 
sity Club. 


Dr. Chamberlain was honored further 


,-jvith invitations to the American As- 
sociation for the advancement of sci- 
ence and the American Physical so- 
ciety which he accepted.

T,wo admin- 
istrations endeavored to settle tbe Cu- 
ban question which was finally left to 
the arbitrament of armies. Two ad- 
ministrations have tried to settle the 
Mexican question and yet the condi- 
tions are growing worse day by day. 


Near Intervention. 
N 


I have always believed that some 


time intervention in Mexican affairs 
would be as necessary as was Inter- 
vention in Cuban affairs. With so 
many American citizens living in Mex- 
ico, with so much American money 
invested, with so many foreigners with 
their investments in that country, It 
seems to be necessary for some coun- 
try to establish a stable government, 
and the United States is that country. 
[t is one of those peculiar conditions 
where nobody really wants interven- 
ion and yet it seems to be inevitable 
in spite of the desire of the people to 
ieep out. 


International Law School. 


The senate of the United States has 


become an international law school 
while the discussion of the Panama 
canal tolls has been going on. Not 
only have the senators been instruct- 
ing or informing each other, but they 
bave been delivering speeches which 
will be referred to hereafter when in- 
ternational complications are consid- 
ered. 


Such discussions always follow when 


a dispute arises over the construction 
of -a treaty. And it seems that it has 
been the aim of treaty makers to make 
them so obscure that they will give 
rise to just such a complication as we 
are having over the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty on the canal tolls. The only ad- 
vantage the country gets out of it is 
this school of international law which 
the senate is now conducting. 


Keep at It Long Enough. 


It seems to be generally understood 


that if claimants will keep at it long 
enough they will finally get favorable 
action by congress. For nearly fifty 
years there has been pending in con- 
gress a proposition to restore the an- 
nuities to certain bands of Sioux: In- 
dians, which were cut off when the 
Indians went on the war path in west- 
ern Minnesota in 1802. The bill has 
finally got to the point where it has 
passed the house, and in all probability 
it will pass the senate this session. It 
has been turned down right along up 
to this time, but it now looks as if these 
Indians would secure a large sum of 
money.

000,000 rounds of ammunition. Most 
of this ammunition will be taken to 
Galveston where it -will be ready for 
emergencies. 


The quartermaster's barges were 


employed yesterday in transferring 
air munition and supplies from Gov- 
ernor's Island to the three trans- 
ports, the Minnesotan, Panaman, and 
City of Memphis, loading in South 
Brooklyn. 


Most of the supplies will be taken 


to Galveston In the Minnesotan and 
the Panaman. The Minnesotan is to 
sail on Friday.
